¥ DEATH OF THE HON. 8. BROWN. 

Thomournfal intalligonce brought in by the 
P.&O. steamer Ancona yesterday morning of the 
death of the Hon. Samuel Brown, Surveyor-Gon- 
eral of Hongkong, on the 10th iat, while on the 
passage down from Japan, waa wholly nnoxpoct- 
ed. Mr, Brown left hore on the 5th ultimo in tho 
Verona for Yokohama, being in nood of a briof 
change, but not at all sorioasly ont’ of hoalth., 
Boforo leaving on the raturi voyage, wo under 
‘stand be bed snffered. from diarrhea, bat 
appeared to have got: overit by the timo the 
ship arrived at Kobo, and doring tho atay at 
thet port he’ paid'a visit: to Kyote, This 
was followed by a returo ‘of tho dierrheon 
and on tho 20th’ instant bo was suddenly 
seized. with cholora, which carried him off 
the same day, The boily wae of course buriod at 
sea. Tho late Surveyor-Genoral arrived boro 
in’ May, 1889, shortly before tho great rain: | 
storms which played ech haves with the roads 
aud public .worke of thé oclony. Mr. Brown 
was admitted a moembor of tho Institute of 
Civil, Sngincers in 1869, and his official onreor 
in thus recorded in the" Colonial Offica List 
—" Acted ag sasistant anginsertat Swansea, and 
a rositent exgincer had charge of the works at 
Watobet harbour, and afterwards of the contra! 
seotion of the Tarvin and Savona Railway. Sub- 
Bequently he carried ont works for the im- 
provement of tho harbour of King’s Lynn 
and tha outfall of tho rivor Onga. From 1870 
to 1879 ho was engaged on the Alexandria 
harbour contract, having charge of the con- 
struction of the breakwater, niole, fron jottios, 
and quays. He was appointed Government 
Engineer at Cyprus in Juno, 1880.” On the 
rotiramont of Mr. J. M. Prica from the head of 
tho Survey Departmontin this Colony in the 
spring of 1889 Mr. Brown waa nominated his 
auocessdr, atid his first work was the repair of 
tho torrible.damegs caused by the great, floods 
just ofter his arrival. He found tho Depart-’ 
ment at that timo much undermanned ond 
was obliged .to sppsal for assigtanco in the 
catduct of the necessary repairs to the Royal 
Enginoors, whioh was promptly afforded, 
much to tho ‘relief of Mr. Brown's ovor- 
workod staff, Mr. Brown at onod™prooseded 
to reorganiso his Dopartmont, and in point of 
nambers tho staif ought now to ba equal to 
treble the ordinary work’ devolving upon it, 
‘That it, is moro offictont than. tho ‘goanty etal 
that Mr. Prise mado sufisiont for tho large 
snd important works he carried out haa yat to bo 
proved. Mr. Brown, however, had not had: his 
predooussor’s ‘exporieniog, and was perbapa'nor- 
yously apprehensive of being vonfronted with 
aome emergency that. limited staff would 
not onable him to moot, Moreover’ iti is a 
fact that Mr, Brown was ‘9 specialist, 
boing ronlly a harbour euginoer, in which 
capacity ho bad carried ont some great’. works.
